Satorday. In the evening she towed a
fish wheel and scow from below the
point—a mile or so down the river—to
the city. There will be no forther need
of fish wheels for another month.

A telegram received thie morning by
Mr,. George W Rowland from Phenix,
‘Arizona, announced the arrival of an 8-
pound daughter in the family of Mr.
dnd Mrs. L. D. Aniaworth. The mother
and child are reported doing well.

In the building next the recorder's
office & shower-tath is being fixed for
the use ot the boys who are training for
the hose tournament. After the run
every evening the boys will take =
shower-bath and a hearty rub down,
which will help to good physicsal condi-
tion.

The passenger train vesterday was
geven hours late, not arriving in The
Dalles till after 10 o'clock. The cause
was a train wreck near Huantington,
which delayed the traina good many
more hours than it was late here, as
much time had been made up by faster
running.

The examination of Bloford Douglas
is now in progress before Justice Davls.
It was set for 10 o’clock, but was post-
poned till 2 p. m. The witnesses for
the prosecution are giving testimony as
we go to press. Pros. Atty. Phelps ap-
pears for the state, while E. B. Dufar
represents the defendant.

A carof fruit will be shipped tomor-
row evening.

The hearing resnlied in
the trinmphant diecharge of the defend-
ant, as it appeared that the man, whose
name it was claimed was forged, had
given the doctor authority to sign.

Chester, the httle child of Wilhur
Bolton, 'died last night at 12 o'clogk
from gpinal meningetis. The little suf-
ferer had been slck several weeks. He
was aged 4 vears and 9 monthe. For a
child uf %o young an age he was excep-
tionally bright and his death will be a
cruel blow to the sorrowing parents.
The body was brought to The Dalles
this afterncen. The faneral will take
place tomorrow at 2 p. m., from the
residence of his grandmother, Mrs,
Bolton.

The fish season closed Saturday night
at 12 o’clock. The catch this season has
been extremely unsatisfuctory, and thera
ie a general complaining, in which all
fishermen and cannery men fjoin. The
fizh have been numerous on the lower
river, but from some reagon or other,
they have failed to ascend this fur ap
the river. One of the reasons assigned
is that there is an nnusoal amount of
alkali in the river, washings from the
deposits along the shore, which were
left by the high water o! last sea=on.
It ie the first seavon the fish-rmen have
tailed so badly, and they are not nsed to
the ansatisfactory contrast between this
and other vears. There are hopes that
when fishing beging in the fall the eal-
mon will be more courtecus, and show
themselves oftener.

The retarns from the cherries, which
were ehipped from The Dalles Juiy 12,
arrived this morning and the froit grow-
ers, who had consignments in that car,
are receiving checks today.

The fruit car from Portland, which
was expected to arrive on the local this
morning will not come till the night
train. The load will be completed here
tomorrow and sent to the Eastern
market.

Three hundred boxes of peaches left
The Dalles on an early train this morn-
ing for Portland. Besides these, thirty-
six crates of cantaloupes were shipped.
The Dalles is taking high rank as one
of the foremost fruit shipping points in
Oregon.

The foneral services of Chester, the
little gon of Mr. and Mrs. Wilbar Bol-
ton, took place this afternoon from the
residence of Mr. Bolton’s mother. The
services were attended by a large nom-
ber of eympathizing friends of the be-
reaved father and mother.

The workmen
are making rapid progress. The poles
are now in position as far us Boyd,
while the wire is stretched to 8-Mile.
By the end of the week connections will
be made with Dufar, and the first tele-
phone commnnication between The
Dailes and any of the interior county
towna will have been accomplished.
There are no obstacles to delay the
work, and the soil proves easy digging.
The benefits derived from this enter-
prise will be very great, and when the
line is extended tarther sonth and con-
nectéd with other places, business deal-
inge with The Dalles-will be greatly in-
creased.
lnte;!uw With Mr. Lord.

Mr. W. Lord of The Dalles, while in
Portland Sunday was interviewed by an
Oregonian reporter and made gome in-
teresting statements regarding the grow-
ing greatnees of The Dalles as a wool
center, Mr, Lord is manager of the
Wausco warehouse’ and well qualified
to epeak on the subject. Daring the
conrse of the interview Mr. Lord =aid:

The Dalles is getting to be the largest
wool market in the ecountry, An im-
mense territory, increasing in ares each
sesson, is tributary to it. Ouar company
wlona hne handled, this season, over
3,700,000 pounds of wool from actunal
growers, Inall not lese than 5,000,000
pounds have been handled at The Dalles
this season. We tapned the Bickleton
eonuntry away out beyond Goldendale.
Condon and Arlington have also stupped
their product to The Dulles. Next yvear
they will hitch aup alot of teams and
bring the Heppner product to the same
market. Wool has brought, at The
Dalles this year, 2 centsa pound more
than at any other market in Eastern
regon and Washington. This was due
to the fact that the heaviest bovers
make their headquarters at that point,
and also becauose of the cheaper trans-
poriation. The freight on wool per 100
pounds from Heppner to Boston, where
all the wool is shipped, i £1.80, while
from The Dalles it is only $0.80 3.10.
The steamers do it. You see, the
sSouthern Pacific has an arrangement
with the Colambhia river steamers, which
brings the rate from The Dalles down to
the figare stated.

The boat company have decmded to
build 4 large dock and warehonse on the
river front. At the last meeting of the
board of directors the scheme was agreed
Plans bave been drawn for a
building 250 long and 60 feet wide. The
structure, which will be as large in floor
sarface as the largest bailding in town,
will be erected on the open ground back
of the present company’s offives and will
reach past the Cosmopolitan Hotel.
The piles have been ordered from Cas-
cade Locke and will arrive pome time
this week, when active operations will
be begun. Mr. Hugh Glenn has been
appointed to take charge of the work.
It is the intention of the management of
the boat line that other eteamers, which
will reach The Dallea when the locks are
throogh, can find a landing place at the
D.P. & A. N. Co.’s dock and storage
room in the new warehouse, which will
be convenient for the discharge of freight
to and from steamers. Thie move is
made abeolutely necessary by the in-
crense ¥ bnsinese carried by the Regu-
lator and Dailes City and the still fur-

ther increase lovked for when the locks
ghall be through.

The examination of Bluford Douglas
was concloded yesterday afternoon be-
fore Justice Davis. The defendant was
held to awsait the action of the grand
jory 1n bonds to the sum of $300. The
case ocenpied most of the afternoon, and
was closely contested, Frank Watkins,
George Molloy and Art Barnham were
the witnesses for the prosacation. Wat-
kins was the-one from whom, according
to the evidence, the horse was obtained,
and Molloy the man to whom it was
sold. Barnham testified as to giving the
defendant a gaddle, which, it was
claimed, Douglas sold to Molloy. The
defendant moved to dismiss the cha'ge
on account of inzafficiency of evidence;
but the motion was overruled. The
question wae then argued as to whether
the justiee had joriedietion to pronounce
sentence, as it was a case of larceny by
bailee. The court decided it did not
aud that the jostice acted only in the
cupacity of eommitting magistrata,
Douglas was taken to the coanty jail,
and up to this time had not furnished
bonds.

How Our Frult Is Selling.

The latest advices from the eastern
fruit market have been received by Tax
Caroxicue, and are published below.
Froit men have had & prosperous season
this vear, and the net returus have been
larger than for zeveral seasons past.

There was sold in Minneapolis on
Ang. 6th, U. P. Wicke's car, 31024, from
The Dalles, peach plums, average price
75 cents; boxes 65 cents, Cleveland—
U. P. Wicke’s, No, 32067, from The
Dalles, salling today from 50 to 65 cents.
This is the only car that has arrived in
poor condition, but most of the froit was
over-ripe, the good quality bringing
fair prices. DBalance of our 31985 to
Denver sold on the Sthat 70 to 75 cte.
C. F. T. car No. 13824, from Eogene,
ehipped by Begar & Huomphrey, sold in
Chicago Aung, Tth for 85 cts per box.
This frnit was in excellent condition,
and should have eold for moch more.

Bartlett pears still remain very steady
though.Michigan and Southern ©hio re-
port & lgood crop, prices generally rul-
ing $1.50 to $1.85. California Bradshaw
ploms, German prunes, eeiling in St.
Panl, Minneapolis, St. Louis, Philadel-
phia and New York for 90 cts to $1.25;
Egg plame, 80 cta to $1; Chicago mar-
ket about 10 per cent lower. Oecr Ore-
gon 'pluma will bring betler prices than
peach plams, as they are better froit for
re-shipping. Italian prunes—green—
There ie-a splendid outlet for these
prunes, shipping green. There is no
more poeaible lose by reason of poor ar-
rivals than with applee, coming so late
after all plum shipments are over from
California and elsewhere, besides being
& new fruit. The demand isfar in ex-
ceas of the eupply ; even should we ship
fifty cars per day. While this year iz so
much better than last in prices, yet our
shipments lnat vear of thie fruit were
very suceessful, uet}ing as high as 2);
cta per 1b.

1o all cases, the frnit arrived in good
condition, and prices this year at pres-
ent on inferior California ploms are
much higher than these prices. The
tendency is to hold for F. O. B. sales.
We advise all growers who will have
dried fruoit, to make no definite srrange-
mente to consign or sell under 7 cts,
F. O. B., until the meeting of the repre-
sentative dried fruit men of the differ-
ent unions and localities, which will be
held in the near fatore, when prices
and unilorm packing will be disctussed
and fixed so that the growers will not be
ignorant of the reml facts connected with
the sale of their product.

Special Meeling of the Coaunecll.

The city council met in epecial seesion
last evening at the office of the recorder,
Mayor Menefee and Counecilmen Nolan,
Echelman, Johns, Crowe, Wood, Salt-
marshe and Ross were present and took
part in the deliberntions.

The object of the meeting was to eon-
gider the improvement of sidewalks
throughout the city and find means of
cowpelling property owners to put in
repair walks that are out of order. The
marshal read a list of sidewalks and
crosewalks which need repiiring, after
which the best way of getting them fixed
was discussed by the membera. On
motion of Mr. Nolan, seconded by Mr
Eshelman, the side and crosswalks upon
certain streets in town ywere declsred
dangerous, and it was ordered that new
walks be couetrncted sccording to the
gity ordinances, The recorder was in-
strocted to publish the notiee of im-
provement as required by the charter,
The cost of improvement will be as-
gessad directly againet the property
benefitted. As the sidewnlk question
was the only one before the council,
| when it wad settled, the meeting ad-
journed.

Henricheon on A. W. Whetstone's place
and was just potting a board in to cover
the hay, when he miscalenlated and
reached too far. The heavy press
came down on his bands, crushing them
terribly. The injured msn was placed
in & wagon and rapidly brooght to'town.
Drs. Logan, Dosne sud Sutherland held
a consaltstion and saw that amputation

of the entire left hand was necessary
and one finger from the 1ight hand.
The young man had rare grit, and laid
down npon the operating table sa il go-
ing to sleep instead of parting with one
of life's dearest treasures, The opera-
tiop lasfed about three-quarters of am
hour. Mr. Engman came to this conntry
from 5t Paul and bad lived in Portlund
about a year before coming to Eastern
Oregon. He is unmarried. A short
time ago he was the possessor of an ac-
cident policy, but unfortunately had al-
lowed it to lapee. Last night he had &
dream that something serious was to
happen and two or three times was on
the point of telling Mr. Henrichson he
did not want to work today. He a s
strong, healthy farmer, and to lwk at
bim in his sad condition wonld melt a
strong heart to sympathy.

Quile a ecene was enacted yesterday
by & woman with disheveled hair and
terror stamped upon her face, rashing
out of a house on Court stveet, scream-
ing at the top of her voice, and making
all the actionsof @ person being chased
to death, Constable Urguobart quiekly
enme and took her to the city juil.
